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AID FOR DISABLED SERVICE MEN 
The 
American 
Legion 
is 
again 
showing itself in the right light. It is 
largely responsible for the general 
movement to better conditions for the 
wounded, sick and disabled ex-service 
men of America. The legion through 
the thousands of posts in the United 
States has hunted out thousands of 
cases of men who have not been able 
to have their 
claims 
heard; others 
whose claims have been presented to 
the various bureaus 
in Washington 
but who did not receive any satisfac­ 
tion until the legion got behind the 
matter; still other veterans who were 
entitled to the medical treatment but 
did not know how to go about getting 
it. 
These cases have been taken up 
and adjusted by the legion. Many men 
who have worried for months over 
their plight have been looked after 
-and given that which they had a right 
to expect from the government— 
namely, just consideration. 
President Harding’s special commis­ 
sion has recommended that all agen­ 
cies at work for the good of disabled 
men be placed under one head. This 
has been advocated by the legion for a 
long time. Col. Galbraith, national 
commander, is one of the president’s 
commission and no doubt had a great 
deal to do with framing the recom­ 
mendations presented to the chief exe­ 
cutive. 
Charles G. Dawes, the chair­ 
man, is an overseas veteran and fully 
appreciates the deplorable conditions 
which have existed for some time. Mr. 
Dawes was on Gen. Pershing’s staff 
and more recently caused quite a sen­ 
sation by his vigorous denunciation of 
the men of “big words and 
little 
deeds” who stayed on Capitol Hill and 
fought the administration 
while the 
men who are now ill and need assist­ 
ance were battling night and day to 
preserve the honor of the United 
States. 
Gen. Dawes, when made chairman 
of the special commission, went after 
the matter in a way which was gratify­ 
ing to the fighting man. His first rul­ 
ing was that the commission was not 
interested in petty details but was vi­ 
tally interested 
in doing something 
for the disabled men. 
The commis­ 
sion did not linger over the hearings. 
Bureau chiefs were called in and told 
to state their views on the subject and 
tell why it is that the former soldier, 
sailor or marine is unable to get any 
satisfaction while in pursuit of the aid 
which congress promised. 
These of­ 
ficials were held to the text by the 
chairman and in the space of a few 
days the whole matter was gone into, 
discussed by the commission and con­ 
crete recommendations placed in the 
president’s hands. 
The commission has done its work 
well. It is now up to congress to pro­ 
vide the necessary machinery to carry 
the recommendations into effect. First 
of all the branches of the government 
dealing with disabled men are to be 
consolidated under one head, who is 
to be accountable to the president and 
not to two or three department chiefs. 
When this is done it is probable that a 
case can be carried before the proper 
person and something 
definite done 
within a reasonable time. With a man 


like Gen. Dawes or Col. Galbraith at 
the head of the Veterans’ Service As­ 
sociation the wounded and neglected 
ex-service men could renew their hope i 
in the goodness of the government. Let I 
us hope that 
the 
congress 
acts as 
promptly as the commission.

SAVE THE NATIONAL PARKS. 
I 
There is great concern at Washing-1 
ton over the 
future 
of the national j 
parks. 
For years the spoilers have ■ 
been eager to destroy the beauty of 
these wonderful 
playgrounds in the 
name of business progress. Congress­ 
man Smith of Idaho, and Senator 
Walsh of Montana are expected to re­ 
new their bills for the exploitation of 
Yellowstone Park and the public spir­ 
ited men and women who have been 
fighting to save the Yellowstone and 
save the other national parks are won­ 
dering now just what Secretary of the 
Interior Albert B. Fall’s attitude in 
this matter is going to be. 
“So far,” .says the Washington cor­ 
respondent of the Boston Transcript, 
“they have not been clearly enlight­ 
ened, partly because Secretary Fall 
has been too busy to announce the 
policies he will pursue with respect 
not only to this but to other matters 
within the scope of his department.” 
Secretary John Barton Payne fought 
this movement for the exploitation of 
the parks with a vigor and an ability 
which effectually blocked the spoils­ 
men during the 
last session of con­ 
gress. 
“As long as Secretary Payne 
remained in office,” says The Trans­ 
cript’s correspondent, “national parks 
were safe.” Mr. Payne made the com­ 
mittee see that the claim of the advo­ 
cates of the Montana project that the 
Yellowstone dam which they wished 
to construct would raise the waters of 
the Jake only six feet could not be sus­ 
tained. 
He showed that “if the start 
were made it might be only a question 
of time when the demand would come 
for raisinge the level to twenty-fiv 
feet.” 
Furthermore, “with reference 
to Falls River Basin, he proved to the 
committee that what the advocates of 
development 
had 
described 
as 
a 
"swamp’ was in reality a section of the 
park of wonderful beauty, containing 
meadows which afford fine pasturage 
for moose, forests, lakes, trout streams 
and a number of beautiful waterfalls 
varying in height 
from 
130 to 380 
• feet.” 
The Transcript’s correspondent says 
that no sound reason can be cited for 
any intimation that the national parks 
will not be quite as safe under Secre­ 
tary Fall as they were under Secretary 
Payne. It is significantly added, how­ 
ever, that “it would greatly reassure 
the friends of the parks if he (Secre­ 
tary Fall) would issue a statement de­ 
fining his position.” 
Unquestionably 
so. Mr. Fall may be all right on this 
exceedingly important question and 
we hope that he is but his general rec­ 
ord has been of a kind to make many 
people anxious.

black hat and gloves and a fur waist­ 
coat and purty linen. He loked at the 
tires of the wagon and said: ‘That’s 
the one we’ve followed/ 
“ ‘Which o’ you is Samson Traylor? 
he asked. 
“ ‘I am,’ said Traylor. 
“The young feller jumped off his 
horse and tied him to the fence. Then 
he went up to Traylor and said: 
“ 'What did you do with my niggers, 
you dirty sucker?’ 
“Men from Missouri hated the Illi­ 
nois folks them days and called ’em 
Suckers. 
“ ‘Hain’t you a little reckless, young 
feller?’ Traylor said, as cool as a cu­ 
cumber. 
He stood up nigh the barn
